The belief in the self-purification of 
flowing water, which has been the ba- 
sis of much opposition to sanitary reg- 
ulation of sewerage disposal, would 
seem to be a myth. Experiments con- 
ducted at the hygienic laboratory of the 
University of Wisconsin show that ty- 
phoid bacilli live from eight to 10 days 
in flowing water. In a stream having 
a flow of two miles an hour typhoid 
bacilli would still be dangerous at a dis- 
tance of 4»o miles from the source of 
contamination. The experiment seems 
to justify severest legislative measures 
that have been anywhere enacted to 
prevent and punish river pollution.
